The  ACP  numbers  don’t  teD  the  fiiD 
story  of  baptisms  or  other  measurables 
among  Southern  Baptist  chnrches. 

Deqdte  die  best  efforts  of  assoda- 
dons  and  state  conventions  across  the 
country,  26%  of  chnrches  did  not  par- 
ddpate,  said  Scott  McConndl,  executive 
dirktor  of  LifeWay  Research. 

Seventy-four  percent  of  churches 
partidpabed  in  the  2017  ACP  surv^  by 
reporting  at  least  one  item.  That’s  down 
from  80%  in  2013  and  77^  in  each  of  the 
last  three  years. 

For  that  reason,  reported  totals  do  not 
fnclude  aD  of  the  acdvHy  within  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  life,  though  the  summary 


does  indude  adfostnients  in  some  cat¬ 
egories  for  non-ieportm  congregadons.

Supreme  Court  allows  Arkansas 
abortion  regulation  to  stand 


WASHINGTON  (BP)  -  The 
U.S.  Supreme  Court's  refusal 
May  29  to  bear  Planned  Parent¬ 
hood's  chaOenRe  of  an  Arkansas 
abortion  law  could  allow  the 
Natural  State  to  become  the 
first  stite  to  effectively  outlaw 
medkatfon-induced  abortioiis. 

"I  am  thankful  for  the  dis¬ 
cernment  used  by  the  U.S.  Su¬ 
preme  Court  to  not  address  this 
issue,”  Sonny  Tucker,  executive 
director  of  tiw  Arkansas  Baptist 
State  CoDventioo,  told  Baptist 
Press  (BP)  via  e-mail. 

The  regulirtion  in  question 
is  a  common  smse  regulation 
to  protect  people  from  an  in- 
dusby  that  wants  unfettered  ac¬ 
cess  to  abortion  at  wiD,  without 
the  normal  medical  protocol 
In  which  other  medical  profes¬ 
sions  must  abide,”  be  said. 

A  2015  Arkansas  law  which  re¬ 
quires  doctors  who  provide  med¬ 
ication  abofftfons  to  contract  with 
a^specnJiBt  with  hospital  admit¬ 
ting  privileges  to  handle  compli¬ 
cations  was  temporarily  hfocked 
by  a  federal  tute  in  2016. 

A  three-jiKMe  panel  of  the 
Eighth  U.S.  Circuit  Court  of  Ap¬ 
peals  overturned  the  ruling  last 
year,  stating  the  district  judge 
erred  by  not  determining  how 
maiw  ivomen  would  he  unduly 
hurchened  by  the  law,  according 
to  media  remits. 


The  Supreme  Court's  denial 
of  an  appem  by  Planned  Parent¬ 
hood  of  Arkansas  and  Eastern 
Oklahoma  means  the  law  wiD 
take  efiect  in  mid-July  If  no 
other  legal  challenges  are  filed, 
CNN  reported. 

In  201b,  the  Supreme  Couxt 
ovoturned  a  similar  law  in  Texas 
by  a  5-3  nugority.  In  today's  or- 
da,  however,  not  even  the  court's 
liberal  judges  published  a  cfissent 
Plannra  Parenthood  said  it 
has  offered  pQk  to  terminate 
pregnancies  m  Fayetteville  and 
litue  Rock  but  cannot  find  imy 
Arkansas  obstetricians  willing 
to  handle  hospital  admissions 
for  women  witn  complications, 
the  Arkansas  Democrat-Gazette 
reported. 

The  nation’s  largest  abor¬ 
tion  provider  wfll  stop  provid¬ 
ing  medication  abortions  in 
Arkansas  at  least  temporarily, 
Planned  Parenthood  told  media 
outlets,  and  seek  eme^ency  re¬ 
lief  from  the  Eighth  Circuit  rul¬ 
ing  in  a  lower  court. 

^Arkansas  is  now  shamefully 
responsible  for  being  the  first 
state  to  ban  medication  abor¬ 
tion,”  Dawn  Laguens,  Planned 
Parenthood  Federation  of 
America’s  soiaciitive  vice  presi¬ 
dent,  said  in  a  statemei  it 
This  dangerous  law  imme¬ 
diately  ends  access  to  safe,  legal 


abortkai  at  all  but  one  health 
oemer  in  the  state.  If  that's  not  an 
undue  bunfen,  what  is?  This  law 
cannot  and  must  not  stand.  We 
wffl  not  slop  fighting  for  evciy  per¬ 
son's  riifR  to  safe,  Im  aboitioa.” 

The  medication  ^rtioDs  ref¬ 
erenced  in  Arkansas’  law  employ 
two  druga  to  kill  an  unborn  rtiikl 
ear^  in  premancy:  Mifepristone 
makes  it  dimeuh  for  the  child  to 
attach  to  the  uterine  waD,  and 
misoprostol  causes  the  mortier’s 
body  to  eiq;>el  the  baby. 

According  to  the  pro-choice 
Guttmacher  Institute,  medica¬ 
tion  abortions  accounted  for 
nearly  a  31%  of  all  non-hospital 
abortions  in  the  U.S.  in  2014 
and  45%  of  all  abortions  before 
nine  weeks’  gestation. 

Arkansas  Baptist  State  Con¬ 
vention  President  Greg  Sykes, 
pastor  of  First  Churm,  Rus- 
sellvifle,  told  BP,  "Arkansas  has 
enough  challenges  without  fail¬ 
ing  to  protect  tne  most  vulner- 
aWe  —  the  unborn.  I’m  grateful 
that  we  are  finally  crafting  laws 
that  protect  our  children,  and 
I  kn<m  Southern  Baptists  are 
going  to  continue  to  seek  ways 
to  protect  all  children  and  help 
thm  to  experience  one  of  God's 
most  pred^  gifts:  life. 

"Lqgal  wins  ui  our  generation 
are  rare,  hut  well  gla^  rgoice  at 
this  one,”  Sykes  said  in  an  e-mail.
